Governor Talks With Presi­ 
dent On Roads And H ar­ 
b ors; 
Cab inet 
Rumor 
False, He Says. 


WASHINGTON 
Gov. George 
N. Craig of Indiana conferred with 
President Eisenhower today and 
afterward characterized as “ab so­ 
lutely false” a pub lished report 
that he might b e named secretary 
of the Army. 
Craig had b reakfast with Eisen­ 
hower in the White House and told 
newsmen the discussion dealt ex­ 
clusively with “ roads and har­ 
b ors.” 
In reply to a question, the gov­ 
ernor said there was no mention 
whatever of any federal job for 
him. 
Referring to the remaining years 
of his term as governor, Craig 
said with a laugh: 
“ I’m in Indiana and I’m going 
to stay there, if the Lord lets me, 
for two more years.” 
Asked ab out a pub lished report 
that Secretary of the Army Stevens 
will resign soon and Craig will b e 
picked to succeed him, the gov­ 
ernor said: 
“ I was highly complimented b y 
the article, b ut it is ab solutely 
false.” 
He added that no one in the gov­ 
ernment ever has discussed with 
him the possib ility of his b ecoming 
secretary of the Army. 
Craig declined to go into any 
detail regarding his discussion of 
highway and harb or prob lems w'ith 
the President. He did say he is 
taking b ack to the Indiana Legis­ 
lature “ a message from the Presi­ 
dent” on those sub jects. 
Responding to a question, Craig 
said he favors a 10-year, 101 b il­ 
lion-dollar 
highway 
construction 
program 
recommended 
to

President b y a study committee. 
As for the harb or phase of his 
discussion with Eisenhower, Craig 
said only that as a result of a 
congressional approval of the St.

U. N. And Red China Make 
Announcement Which Fol­ 
lows Conferenc Between 
Officials There. 


IOWA PARENTS OF 
JE T ACE TO GO 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (J) — 
Red China, in a surprise move 
with overtones of propaganda, an­ 
nounced today the relatives of IT 
Americans jailed there are wel 
come to visit the prisoners. 
The Americans were associated 
with U. S. armed forces in the 
United 
Nations 
Command 
that 
spearheaded the Korean fighting 
against Red China. 
The U. N. also announced the 
offer, saying it grew out of the 
recent Dag Hammarskjold mission 
to Peiping. The U. N. secretary 
general sought to free American 
prisoners held in China. 
Most of the relatives interviewed 
immediately after the announce­ 
ment said they were undecided or 
did not intend to accept the invi­ 
tation. However, the Iowa parents 
of a jet ace said they will leave 
as soon as arrangements can b e 
made. 
The announcement made b y Pei­ 
ping and at the United Nations here 
said: 
“Premier Chou En-lai, during his 
talks with Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold, indicated that the 
government of the People’s Repub ­ 
lic of China would provide facili­ 
ties for relatives to visit those Unit­ 
ed States personnel who have b een 
convicted and those whose cases 
were under investigation, if they 
should wish to do so, and that the 
Red Cross Society of China would 
make all the arrangements nec­ 
essary.” 
Later a U. N. spokesman said 
Hammarskjold “has no doub t ab out 
the safety of those memb ers of the 
families wishing to visit China to 
see their men.” This statement evi­ 
dently was made b ecause the Unit­ 
ed States cannot guarantee the 
safety of its citizens traveling in 
countries with which it has no dip­ 
lomatic relations.

cept Yugoslavia. This b an is lifted 
and the passport amended when a 
traveler can show his proposed trip 
will not hurt U. S. interests.

it will permit such visits. But it 
said it cannot encourage the trips, 
explaining Red China is an area 
where the protections of an Amer­ 
ican passport cannot b e offered. 
Some of the fliers’ relatives re­ 
ceived telegrams from Washington 
saying they could go to China if 
they wished. The telegrams were 
signed b y Brig. Gen. R. J. Reeves, 
of the U. S. Air Force casualty 
b ranch.

WASHINGTON UP — The United States apparently 
is ready to kiss off some of the islands held by its 
ally — the Nationalist Chinese of Chiang Kai-shek — 
and let the Communists hav e them without American 
opposition. 
The United States is committed to defending 
Chiang ’s main forces on Formosa and the nearby 
Pescadores Islands. Until now the administration 
has been v ag ue on what it would do if the Reds 
slammed at Chiang -held islands nearer the mainland. 
The answer now seem s to be: nothing . This week 
President Eisenhower and Secretary ' of State Dulles 
described as unessential to Formosa’s defense the 
Tachen Islands, held by Chiang but now under Red 
assault, and Yikiang shan Island, just captured by 
the Communists. 
The Reds proceeded with their attack on both 
They alone know whether they will be satisfied with 
the Tachens and Yikiang shan or will use them as 
stepping stones for attack on Formosa. They hav e 
ex pressed determination to take Formosa. 
The present shooting reflects a chang e in ev ents, 
which Eisenhower probably could not forsee two 
y ears ag o, and a chang e in his administration’s mood. 
One of his first official acts after taking office in 
January 1953 was to announce he was chang ing the 
j 
orders of the U. S. 7th Fleet, an act widely inter­ 
preted at the time as opening the door for Chiang ■ 
to attack the mainland. 
The statement was a world sensation. But v ery 
little happened. Chiang made some raids on the 
mainland. But he did not hav e the streng th then to 
inv ade the mainland and now seem s to lack the 
streng th to hold his outly ing islands. 
When Chiang fled to Formosa, after the Reds : 
chased him from the mainland in 1949, President 1 
Truman said this country would not defend Formosa. 
He chang ed his mind after the Korean War started, t 
Then he assig ned the 7th Fleet both to prev ent a t­ 
tack on Formosa and prev ent Chiang from attacking 
the mainland 
Defense of Formosa has been American policy 
ev er since. But Chiang seem s so unable to cope 
with the Red assault on the outly ing islands that 
Eisenhower is reported considering asking Cong ress 
for authority to use nav al and air forces to ev acuate 
Chiang ’s men from the islands near the mainland if 
that is necessa ry . 
Until now the United States has been play ing it 
alone in defense of Formosa. Now it seem s the Ei­ 
senhower administration would like to g et the Unit­ 
ed Nations into the dispute, if only as a pea cem a k­ 
er, between Chiang and the Reds. 
This week Eisenhower said he would like to see 
the U. N. seek a cea se fire by both sides, and a s­ 
sume the oblig ation of preserv ing a cea se fire.

the December decline. 
The index kept by the Labor De­ 
partment’s Bureau of Labor Sta ­ 
tistics dropped three-tenths of I 
per cent to 114 3 per cent of the 
19 47 -49 base period av erage.
